Mature Age and Biigiciney: 


An Eastern professor recently informed a gathering of ‘Eastern educa- 
tionists that no person over 40 years of age shdéuld Be permitted to teach 
school. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed. Both statements fail 
to convince because they are so palpably overstatements. 
It is true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
‘tion in-the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which are compact of 
youth; The war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 
The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process. That 
youth should be insurgent against conditions which they did nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly, salutary in the result. 
The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; 
Mussolini recruited his Fascist army from. the ranks of youth. Hitler has 
enrolied:German youth under the Nazi banner. These are manifestation of 
youth’s protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth’s fulfifment. 
The trouble is to set a hard afd fast line where youth ends and age be- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 
the. significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 
plications. But there is no such line, It is possible to cite instdénces innumer- 
able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
» men who have made their finest contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for the adyancement of science and 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have

been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 
ices which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he had pass+ 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the 
enterprises coupled with his name. The fally of similar examples can be 


carried ad infinitum. 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the assigned 
“deadline”? of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not | formation about her husband's 
hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the} 
hour, The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by ‘age,—which suggests the well-known 


saying, “A man is ag old as he feels.” 


There must be some reason for'a prominent educationist to make so 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
bie to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jegt, in an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found 
in the work of the Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘The Mod- 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation.is distinct in itself in that it 
differs in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course,-that one 
g@eneration’s viewpoint, being radically different from that’ of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day and} 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor. The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student's 
ideas and ideals. : 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the contention that the genera- 
tion from. which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 
furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 
responsibilities. 

After all, no new social structure is created with each new generation. 
They may improve, or remodel,—and the social structure characteristic of 
western civilization is the cumulative result of such improvements, Some- 
thing constant is imparted from generation to generation however. So long 
ag this condition exists, the accumulated experience of the past must retain 
its value and, finding expression through the process of education, in school 
or in the home, be passed on to those preparing themselves for the duties 
and responsibilities of full citizenship. 

Youth demands recognition and should be recognized. But an intelligi- 
ble definition of youth, other than that of nfere time, is necessary to com- 
plete acceptance of the statement that no person over forty should be en- 
trusted with the task of teaching youth.

Expect Increase In 
Live Cattle Shipments 


Canadian Officials Anticipate Better 
Market In United Kingdom 

Officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment look forward to a good year in 
the export trade ef live cattle from 
Canada to the United Kingdom, des- 
pite the quota which will limit ship- 
ments for the first three months. The 
limit is s¥ghtly -under 8,000 head, 
equal to what was shipped last year 
during the same three months. 

The United Kingdom had a short- 
age of root crops last season. The 
result was that many cattle raisers 
without sufficient fodder sold their 
cattle for slaughter when only par- 
tially finished. The shortage of feed 
in Canada also caused many unfinish- 
ed cattle in this country to be ship- 
ped to Great Britain. The result had 
a depressing effect on the market 
which was injurious to both British 
and Canadian cattle raisers.

Eeetiradaie Regulations. 


New Schedule Came Into Effect The 
. First Of January 

The riddle of why does a chicken 
cross the road is not a whit more 
baffling to a. great many people than 
the new federal egg-grading regula- 
tions which came into force on Jan- 
uary 1. To those who take time out 
to study the act, however, it presents 
few difficulties. The terms “fresh spe- 
cials,” “fresh extras’? and “fresh 
firsts’ ’are to be discontinued. In fu-. 
ture fresh eggs will be designed as 
“A,” large; “A,” medium, and “A,” 
pullets. Eggs of more than 22 ounces 
to the dozen will be in the large 
category; the medium grade will 
weigh between 18 and 22 ounces, 
and pullets’ eggs will weigh up to 18 
ounces. The regulations put storage 
eggs in “B” grade, but patrons of Cen- 
tral market need not be. concerned 
about that section of the act, because 
a city -by-law prohibits the vending 
of storage eggs on the public square. 

Alfred Smees, manager of Central 
market, drew attention to the fact 
that interior quality was a main fac- 
tor in the new grading schedule, 
There will be none to dispute that, 
except for throwing, a fresh little 
egg is much to be preferred to @ big 
bad one. Superficial inspection of the 
exterior ign’t helpful to egg shoppers, 
either. The customer must: rely on 
the honesty of the purveyor, and: the 
government, in its wisdom, gives egg 
dealers an especial incentive to-be 
honest by providing stiff penalties 
for those who are not. For the pur- 
pose of the act, a fresh egg is one in 
which the air cell space does not ex-| 
ceed one-quarter of an inch. There is 
@ continuous process of contraction 
within: the ,shell and when candling 
reveals an egg to have more than 


this amount. of air cell space, it is} 


taken as prima facie evidence that 
the product is making ready to grow 
a beard, 

Egg dealers with an_ established 
clientele will not be annoyed about 
the new regulations, They cannot af- 
ford to sell eggs of inferior grade 
and, for the protection of their busi- 
ness, would be careful to keep quality 
up even in the absence of official reg- 
ulations.—Hamilton, Ont., Spectator. 


Basis Of Egg Weight — 

The attention of egg shippers and 
egg packers is called by the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture to the 
fact that in the revised standard egg 
grades, individual eggs serve as the 
basis of weight rather than dozen or 
case lots. -In the instance of Grade 
“A” large, for example, each individ- 
ual egg in the pack ‘is required to 
weigh two ounces and over. Similarly 
in the medium pack each individual 
egg should, weigh at the rate of 22

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Experiments Being Carried Out 
By United States Railways 


With Aerodynamic Trains 


The experiments id woke conducted 
by United States railways with aero- 
dynamic types of trains which will 
flash over the rails between New 
York and Los Angeles in 50 hours at 
an average speed of 85 miles an hour 
are being carefully watched by Cana- 
dian railway officials. 

While opinions as to the feasibility ° 
of the new trains operating in Can- 
ada are divided, Canadian motive en- 
gineers are eagerly awaiting the re- 
sults of the experiments although 
they point out that any development 

inthis direction will have to wait for 
better times. 

From the Canadian viewpoint a 
serious problem is presented in the 
all-metal construction of the trains 
which motive men say will likely 
prove to be a conductor of the bitter 
Canadian cold. Frost works its way 
through steel structures and unless 
backed by heavy insulation the all- 
steel cars would be impractical in 


Canada where steel, heavy insulation | 


and wood are ‘utilizéad in the making 
of railway: coaches. 

Engineers viewing the experiments 
in a favorable light point out the new 
type of trains will permit lower op- 


erating costs in addition to increased 


speed, comfort and luxury, 

On the other hand some motive 
men take the view the large increase 
in speed will. mean: a ‘decrease in 
safety. At present some Canadian 
trains average between 50 and 55 
miles. an hour but to achieve this 
speed they have to travel at 80 miles 
an hour on occasions.,The new trains 
to maintain .an average of 85. miles 
an: hour..would have to touch 110 
miles per hour .or more—a’ heavy 
burden on the present type of road- 
bed which is_expected to. he used. 

The roadbed is one of the conten- 
tious points of the’ contrasting points 
of view. Opponents’ say the present 


~ roadbed would not be able to.stand 


the strain of the high spéed and a 
special rigid type would be ‘needed— 
the cost of replacement beihg tre:

Hedges And Evaporation 


Interesting Results Proved Through 
Observations At Swift Current 
A caragana hedge proved effective 
in checking evaporation, but its in- 
fluence did not. extend beyond a dis- 
{ tance of 75 feet, according to obser- 
vations made at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask., during the past season. 

Weather factors which ‘cause evap- 
oration of water from the soil also 
stimulates the dissipation of water 
by crops. Checking evaporation of 
water from the soil, therefore, means 
more water for crops and checking 
excessive evaporation from plants, 
usually * termed transportation, will 
accomplish the same objective. Ex- 
periments have shown that 27 per 
cent. more water was used in the 
protection ‘of each bushel of wheat 
from land where evaporation - of 
water was allowed to. proceed over 
than from land where evaporation 
was checked. 

Earlier observation showcd that a 
curagana hedge was effective as a 
windbreak to a distance of 50 feet 
for each foot in height of the hedge. 
Wind is the most potent factor in 
causing evaporation on the prairies, 
but is very fickle in its direction. In 
the Swift Current observations on 
evaporation, the hedge is five and a 
half feet high and lies in a north and 
south direction. At times the‘ influ- 
ence of the hedge in checking evap- 
oration was unmistakable; but on 
other ‘occasions, according to change 
in wind direction, it bptared quite in- 
effective.

The recently installed “speaking 
elock” of the Paris telephone system 
is proving a huge success, the Minis- 
try of Posts has announced. Every 
day it tells the time to an average of 
eleven thotusand inquirers, incidental- 

ly bringing in a revenue of four mil- 
lion francs yearly, half of which goes 
to the State. 
This robot clock can tell the time 
to thirty persons simultaneously, On 
Sundays and holidays the average 
drops to 6,000 an hour. The peak hour 
ig around 8 in the morning, when 
hundreds of workers call for the ex- 
act time. 

The mechanism of this clock is 
highly complicated, though for the 
subscriber it is a simple operation of 
dialing “Odeon 84-00,” states the 

New York Times Correspondent. 
Bite strips of ‘film, equipped with 
sound tracks, one each for the hour, 
minute and second, are used... The 
| wtrtis are wound about a drum, 
| which is driven by an electric motor 
controlied by a pendulum clock. A 
light, falling on the paper-wound 
drum, is reflected to a photoelectric 
cell which converts the varying 
‘bright and dark lines into electric 
impulses, The cell is connected with 
amplifiers and. three loudspeakers, 
one of which announces the hour, an- 
jother the minute and the third the 
second, always in the proper order. 

When no one is calling the clock 
does not “talk.” Everything is turn- 
jed off until a telephone call comes, 


when the mechanism starts patently 
to work.

Highway On Pacific Coast 


Starting At Fairbanks Would End At 
Buenos Aires 

Largest single highway project 
ever undertaken, the 12,000-mile In- 
ternational-Pacific Highway, is pro- 
jected to begin at Fairbanks, Alaska, 
follow down the Pacific Coast to Val- 
paraiso, and. terminate at Buenos 
Aires. 

Some sections already are complet- 


ed. Others are passable. In Central}, 


America, most of the route has been’ 
surveyed. 

From Mexico southward the route 
would be the same as the long-dis- 
cussed Inter-American Highway. 
President Roosevelt has offered to 
finance the survey from Panama to 
Santiago, Chile, if’ the governments 
concerned agree, at a cost of prob- 
ably $500,000. 

The tremendous undertaking of a 
Pacific road was conceived four years 
ago in Southern California. Since 
then, such men as Harry Chandler, 
powerful western publisher, and 
Pyke Johnson of the National Auto- 
mobile Caamber of Commerce have 
become identified with the plan. The 
Automobile club of Southern Califor- 
nia has successfully scouted’ the 
route as far south as El Salvador, 
having sent two motor caravans. from 
Los Angeles. 

Sponsors of the road do not urge 
an overnight splurge of primary 
highway construction from here to 
Cape Horn. But they have obtained 
pledges that the participating na- 
tions will lay out their road-building 
programs hereafter with a view to 
completing segments of the route as 
soon as possible. 

Approximately 25 per cent. of .the 
International Pacific Highway is an 
accomplished fact. The route from 
Hazelton, British Columbia, down the 
coast to San Diego and thence east- 
ward to Nogales on the Mexican 
border, is a continuous stretch of 3,-

Marvels of the Human Eye 


By F. M. CROWE, Optometrist-Optician, Calgary 


NO. 5—MYOPIA, OR “SHORT-SIGHTEDNESS” 


As cxplained in Article No. 4, to 
obtain normal vision, the depth of 
the eyeball and the curvature of the 
‘Lens and Cornea saould be in exact 
relation to each other. 

Should the depth be too great or 
the Lens or Cornea too convex then 
the focal point of the image will be 
fm the Vitreous Humor in front of 
tue set la. ‘sue rays rom the image 
looked at, after focusing will cross 
and proceed ‘to the Retina forming 
an enlarged but blurred image. This 
is the Myopic condition, and unlike 
Hyperopia, nature does not provide 
any means of overcoming it. 

The average Myope (Myopic per- 
son) has no trouble at the reading 
distance, his trouble being poor dis- 
tant vision. It is significant that! 
Myopic persons seldom indulge in 
outdoor sports or recreation, but turn 
to books and study. The Germans as 
a nation are typical of this, especi- 
ally among the “intellectuals” which 
may possibly account for their ad- 
vancement in science. It.is esti- 
mated that of all. the refractive 
errors of the eye only six or seven 
per cent of people are Myopic. 

Myopia may be congenital or 
acquired. It may be acquired by ex- 
cessive close work especialy during 
childhood, before the eyeball has 
reached its maturity. True Myopia 
will never improve and all that can 
be hoped for is that by wepring | 


proper glasses early enough it will 
not increase and get into the “pro- 
gressive’ type with its resultant 
evils. It should always be corrected 


| as soon-as discovered, if for no other 


reason, to prevent further increase of 
the trouble. Excessive close work, 
especially if done under improper 
lighting conditions, is the principal 
cause of -producing and increasing 
Myopia. Such people are usually in- 
tolerant of strong light Being a 
“weak eye” such symptoms as easily 
tired and watery eyes often accom- 
pany this condition. Frowning or 
knitting the brows -to obtain better 
vision is very characteristic of 
Myopia. 

As I said in explaining Hyperopia 
that it is the commonest cause of a 
child’s eye turning in (crossed) so 
Myopia is the usual cause of the eye 
turning out. The great danger of 
allowing even a small amount of 
Myopia to go uncorrected is the al- 
most certain probability that it will 
grow worse and become a progres- 
sive conditidn and from that it is 
only a step to the “malignant” type 
when the ruin of the Ocular system 
is usually a matter of time. If a 
normal depth eyeball of one inch 
were elongated, asin Myopia, one 
twenty-fifth of. an inch, the. vision 
would decrease from one hundred per 
cent to about fifteen per cent,

JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY 


Golden Text: “Repent ye; for the 
Kingdom of Heaven is at hand.” 
Matthew 4:17. paces. 


Lesson: Matthew 4:12-25. 
‘Devotional Reading: ‘Isaiah 61:1-6. 


Explanations and Comments 


Capernaum Becomes The Headquar- 
ters Of Jesus, verses 12-16.—Now 
when Jesus heard that John was de- 
| livered up, He. witadrew into Galilee. 
The Fourth Gospel narrates the ear- 
lier. activities of Jesus in Judea, 
| Chapters 1 to 3. From Judea He 
went first to Nazareth, but left that 
city (Luke 4:16-30 gives the reason )| 
for Capernaum which lay on tke ee 
of Galilee in the midst of a densely 
populated region. Matthew wrote his 
Gospel especially for the Jews, and| 
| he reminds them that Capernaum 
wag in the borders of Zebulun and 
Naphtali,. the two tribes who settled 
there in Old Testament times, and 
tells them that this was foreshad- 
owed by.the saying of Isaiah the 
prophet, verses 15 and 16. The peo- 
| ple that sat in darkness in Galilee 

did, in truth, see a great light, for in| 
Jesus was life, and the life was the | 
| light of men. 


“When the gospel was first preach- 
ed to the Saxons of Northumbria, by 
Paulinus (as we read in Bede’s His- 
tory), King Edwin sat in Council 
wita his chiefs and wise men to con- 
sult whether they should give up! 
their idols and believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. One of the Councillors 
arose and spoke thus: “In winter, O 
King, when thou art sitting in thy 
hall at supper, with a great fire burn- 
ing, and thy nobles and commanders 
around thee, sometimes a little bird 
flies through the hall, in at one win- 
dow and out at another. The mo- 
ment of his passage is sweet to him, 
for he feels neither cold nor tempest; 
but it igs short, and from the dark 
winter he vanishes into the dark win- 
ter again.’ Such, O King, seems to me 
the short life of man; for we know 
not whence; we came nor whither we 
go. If, therefore, this new doctrine 
can teach us anything certain, let us 
embrace it.” And so Edwin and his 
people came out of the dark winter 
‘of heathenism into the glorious light 
of the gospel, and became Christians, 
and destroyed their idols; just as in 
‘our own day had been done in Mada- 
gascar, and in many of.the South Sea 
Islands.

Extend Trade Treaty 


Second Extension tala: a Airangea Be- 
tween Canada And Germany 

A second extension as from Jan-~ 
uary has been arranged between Can- 
ada and Germany for the trade 
treaty initially contracted a year ago, 
according to an announcement made 
at Ottawa recently. On January 1° 
last year Germany agreed to exempt 
Canadian goods from the ‘“Ober- 
tariff,’ or surtax, rates that were 
applicable to the products of countries 
which had not then negotiated com- 
mercial treaties with the reich. This 
agreement terminated on March 31, 
1933. 

As from April 1, it was renewed 
with Canada, according to Germany 
the benefits of the intermediate tariff, 
in return for which that country 
granted to Canada the “‘conventional’* 
or treaty tariff on such commodities 
as normally were embraced with the 
“conventional tariff” schedules. On 
other commodities Canada was grant- 
ed the general tariff, wita no applica- 
tion to any Canadian goods of the 
“Obertariff” rates. This agreement 
held until Dec, 31, 1933.

Woman Detective Visits Different 
| Place Every Day 


A mystery woman is known to the 


| London park keepers as “The Watch- 


er.” Day after day she strolls into one 
or other of the 113 London County 
Council parks or open spaces to sit 
knitting or reading, but always with 
an eye open for wrongdoers. She is 
the woman detective employed by the 
London County Council who watches 
over the safety of women and satel 
dren.

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DEBT PROBLEM 
STANDING IN WAY 
OF RECOVERY 


‘Ottawa, Ont.—Readjustment of in« 
ternational debt was an essential pre-_ 
lude to world economic stability, Hon, 
H. H. Stevens, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, told the University Club 
here. — é 

“But,” the minister continued, 
“equally important is that the weight 


| of internal debts be lightened by the 


lowering of interest rates and by ex- 
tending the term of payment. In 
some cases, actual ‘forgiving of debt’ 
is Necessary.” 

Canada’s chief concern was how 
to secure for the farmer producer - 
a fair return for his efforts; “We 
know he cannot pay his debt at pres-, 
ent prices.” 

Mr. Stevens favored the remone- 
tization of silver. “I hold the view 
that an international exchange 
based on currency with 4 metallic 
backing is the most secure; that is, 
a currency based on silver and gold. 
Such has been known and understood 
by all peoples of the world from time 
immemorial.” 

Speaking of lessons from the de- 
pression, one thing was clear and 
that was that problems which one, 
two, or three years ago were shroud- 
ed in mystery were today clearly dis- 
cernible, if not yet actually solved, 
the trade minister said. “Where 
alee there was only obscurity 
and fear, we now know what it is we 
have to face. What had been deemed 
‘eternal verities’ economics have 
crumbled and fallen.” 

In tae realm of finance, one after 
another. the great nations of the 
world had abandoned the gold stand- 
ard, he said, . 

What was to be done? One econo- 
mist suggested a managed currency, 
another a commodity dollar,:a third 
an international exchange based ‘on 
the quantity of primary products, 
while others urged. remonsetization’ of 
| silver. One man’s opinion was ag good 
as another. He held the view for ree 
monetization of silver. 

“We have also learnsd: that the 
paradox of poverty amid plenty is 
rot only possible, but terribly real,” 
said Mr. Stevens.
